2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
KESSELMAN et al.

The composition of KESSELMAN et al further disclose the use of an alkai-soluble resin and a 
quinone diazide compound in column 6. lines 1-45 as disclosed in the examples. 
No claims are allowed.
